erty wan effected yesterday by Messrs. 
Allen & Anderson through their London 
agent. This firm is interested in tho 
well-known Minarets iron and silver 
mines, situated at the Minarets, about 
70 miles from this city. 


Strange to Bay, though the wealth of 


mineral deposit in tho neighborhood of 
the Minareta is generally known, the 
owners have been unable to get Ameri- 
can capitalists to interest themselves in 
the development of the mines. They 
tried for two years to secure American 
capital with which to operate the mines, 
md had finally to go into foreign money 
markets. 
About three months ago Messrs. Allen 


& Andereon put the property iu the 
hands of a London agent, who with but 
little trouble succeeded in interesting an 
English syndicate. Negotiations were at 
once bogun, and after a few cablegrams 
had 
passed 
between London 
and 


Fresno 
a 
sale 
was 
effected. 


The 
cablegram 
announcing 
this 


was received by Allen & Anderson yes- 
terday morning. The sale is subject to 
the report of the expert whom the syn- 
dicate intends to send to Fresno county 
to examine the mines. The London 
agent asked Allen & Anderson to cable 
$250 lor the expenses of the expert, the 
same to be repaid in cftfle the property 
comes up to expectation. The fact that 
Allen & Anderson have notified their 
agent that they would immediately send 
the money shows the confidence they 
have in their property. 
The price agreed upon baa not boen 


stated, but it is said to be very largo. 
The expert will arrive in this city some 
time in June and tho sale will be con- 
cluded immediately otter bin inspection 
of the mines. There are six of theee; 
two iron mines and four silver mines. 


The iron mines are really two huge 


mountains of iron, 150J or 1COO feet in 
height. No shafts need be sunk for the 
oro can lie quarried, like rock. All 
who linvt) loei) .it the Minarets and know 
anything abuus mmeesuy that not in an- 
other place on the. ylubo can any- 
thing 
like 
the 
iron 
mountains 


at the Minarets ho found. The ore is 
freo milling, and thero are fourteen dif- 
ferent claseos of it. There in iron there 
in great quantities from which the finest 
Bessemer bteel may be made. None of 
the ores are rebellious and are entirely 
free from sulphur. There is magnetic, 
hematite and what is called Norway iron 
in inexhaustible quantities. 
A repre- 


sentative of the state board ol mineralogy 
who visited tho Minarets recently stated 
there was enough ore iu sight to build a 
double track around tho earth, ami that 
the supply was practically inexhaustible. 


Captain Allen, of the Grin of Allen & 


Anderson, was aflked concerning the re- 
portod Bale of tho mines mentioned. Lta 
expressed great regret tlittt they could 
not he sold to American capitalists, and 
said he tried to dispote of them in a for- 
eign market only after he had given up 
alt hope of doing anything here. Gap- 
tain Allen, of course, Is confident that he 
and his partners have one of tho bust 
mining properties in tho world, and in

The comparison abowa that for fifteen 


miles the California rate is 10 per cent 
ess than the Kansas rate; for twenty- 
"ive miles it is 8 per cent more; fifty 
ailea 51 por cent more; seventy-five 
m'les 84 per cent more; 100 miles 95 per 
ent more, or nearly double the rate; in 
.he aggregate the California rate being 50 
er cent more than that in Kansas. 
I would state for your information 
hat the tariff in Kansas is one promul- 
gated by the comtmesioh of that state, 
nd ie not the result of auy undue com- 
petition between camera. There is no 
uaximum rate per ton per mile in the 
iansaa law, which accounts for the very 
hort dietance in that state being a 
inher tate than in California. 
You will doubtless notice in handling 
ho local ratea in California, that very 
much of the freight takes the maximum 
ven up to the very long distances, 
hereby discouraging the oasy coramer- 
.ial iutercourse between points in tho 
itate.
